'Mr Success’ 


It was fitting that Sam 
Papasavas' obituary was 
entitled 'Soccer Chief", for 
whilst his vision to better the 
life of migrants in this 
country had Jed him to 
become involved in the 
community, arts and welfare 
spheres, it was mainly 
through soccer that his name 
became so renowned. 

Sam Papasavas came to 
Australia from Cyprus in 
1954 with his mother Loukia 
and his two sisters, Xanthia 
and Chriso. 

His father, Lazaros, had 
been here a year already — 
working hard to establish a 
home for them. 

Having finished Year 8 in 
Cyprus, Sam was put back 
into Year 6 when he arrived 
in Australia. Not letting this 
stand in his way, he would 
rise early in the morning 
before the bell at Richmond 
State Schoo] to learn English 
from a dictionary, page by 
page. 

Later, whilst at University 
High, he worked long nights 
selling sweets at the cinemas 
and as a waiter to help his 
father. 

In 19600, whilst Sam was 
studying law at Melbourne 
University, Australia's largest 
Greek sporting organisation, 
the South Melbourne Hellas 
Soccer Club, was being

He became the figure head 
for the club, always up front, 
leading the way. 

Making presentations 
became his forte and in this 
capacity you knew he was in 
his element. 

From this position of 
influence, and with his finely 
tuned skills, he was so often 
able to strengthen the club's 
political and financial 
standing. He relished the 
fruits of his efforts - Cups 
and Championships were 
plentiful. 

In 1976 Sam began the 
exhausting task of gaining the 
necessary approvals for 
Hellas to build a social club. 

The battle that Sam was 
about to begin would last 
throughout his presidency 
and time and time again his 
efforts would be thwarted. 

He would eventually go all 
the way to the Supreme Court 
in his battle to better the 
facilities at Middle Park. 


But realising that going 
through the right channels 
was not going to work, Sam 
in his mischievous way 
devised a way around that 
hurdle. 

A small building was added 
to the back of the stand. It 
had no planning or building 
permits and appeared 
practically overnight. 

As we all know that 
building is still the only social 
club we have today and has 
served the community 
admirably for many years. 

Sam always had a 
comeback and this was his 
way of showing the 
beaurocracy that he could not 
be held down. 

Described as the driving 
force in Victorian soccer over 
two decades, Sam Papasavas 
realised that soccer in this 
country urgently required a 
new direction. 

With the creation of the 
National League he cemented 
Hellas' pinnacle position in 
the sport by becoming a 
founder member. 

Sam became an executive 
member of the national 
competition from its 
inception in 1977. 

As President of the 
Victorian Soccer Federation, 
Chairman of the national 
Soccer League and the 
Australian Soccer Federation, 
he was their longest serving 
office bearer. 

Sam Papasavas' 
contribution towards the high 
standing of the game is 
indisputable and will remain 


in everyone's hearts and 
minds for many years to 
come. 

His tireless effort saw him 
serve the South Melbourne 
Hellas Soccer Club for 12 
years from 1972 until 1982, 
the longest ever for a 
President. 

The honour board at the 
club is a fitting reminder of 
Sam's irreplaceable presence, 

Sam married Elle during 
this period aged 33 and had 
two children, Natasha and 
Lazarus. 

He went on to become 
President of the Greek 
Orthodox Community of 
Melbourne and Victoria from 
1983 to 1989. 

He had so many dreams for 
Melbourne's Greek 
community. In his own way, 
familiar to all of us that had 
worked with him, he was 
never prepared to see things 
remain static. 

Sam was awarded an 
O.A.M. for his services to 
sport and the Greek 
community. 

He stayed close to the club 
and acted as mentor to 
various presidents who 
sought his advice. 

Until the time of his 
sickness, and even 

throughout, he never stopped, 
there was always another goal 
ahead and I am personally 
grateful that Sam continued 
his association with the 
Building Committee of South 
Melbourne Hellas. 

At the first fund raising 
night in a matter of half an

hour Sam raised a remarkable 
$132,000. 

Sam was unfortunately 
taken away from us far too 
soon. His funeral was held on 
the same day that Hellas won 
an "unwinnable" battle at the 
Administrative Appeals 
Tribunal. All this at a time so 
close to the club realising one 
of Sam's long held hopes, the 
establishment of a social club 
that we had wanted so much 
to share with him. 

The South Melbourne 
Hellas Soccer Club has now 
honoured its ‘life long 
President with a perpetual 
award. The Sam Papasavas 
President's Award will be 
presented annually to any 
individual who is considered 
to have made an outstanding 
contribution to the club or to 
Australian soccer. 

The Australian Soccer 
Federation has also paid 
tribute to Sam by awarding 
the National Soccer League's 
Under 21 Player of the Year 
award in his name. 

"What appeals to me are the 
pursuits that affect people's 
lives directly for the better ... 
I get a kick out of seeing 
10,000 people at a Hellas 
match genuinely enjoying 
themselves. The monotony of 
life is broken by that match 
on Sunday. Win or lose, your 
senses come alive - and 
feeling alive is what it's all 
about." 

That is how Sam Papasavas 
once summed up his 
involvement in public affairs, 
welfare, politics, the law and

soccer. 

Sam Papasavas initiated 
many of the directions that 
the South Melbourne Hellas 
Soccer Club is now taking. 

He brought a floundering 
game to the forefront of 
Australian sport and along 
with it the strength of support 
from the Greek community to 
enable the club to continue 
for the next 30 years. 

It was at a South Melbourne 
Hellas annual ball that Sam 
Papasavas spoke so 
passionately about the club he 
loved and where he saw its 
future direction. 

Like the many other times I 
remember him at the 
microphone he waited until 
there was complete silence 
before he started talking. 

If anyone knew how to get 
the best out of this 
community it was Sam. 

Those who were privilege 
to hear his courageous speech 
would have been inspired by 
the fervour and emotion of 
this man. 

A Greek-Cypriot migrant, 
Sam Papasavas achieved so 
much in his personal and 
public life, yet never forgot 
his origins or the club he 
grew to love.

"For us, this game alone is 
our motivation, games 
between these two clubs go 
back a long, long way and are 
ALWAYS big clashes." 

You know straight away 
that this man likes to be in the 
spotlight, he likes to be in 
front of big crowds and with 
winning teams. 

Australian soccer needs 
personalities like Urukalo, it 
needs the sort of success that 
he has brought to a ravaged 
Heidelberg. 

"Anyone who thought we 
would beat Melbourne 
Knights is a fool," he blasted 
at an intimidated journalist. 

"They are the best team in 
the country. 

"South Melbourne, 
Adelaide City and Knights - 
then the rest of us. 

"These clubs are a mile 
apart. 

"But if South Melbourne 
think that we will be

pushovers then they are in for 


a big mistake. 

"Lhope that they don't give 
us any respect — then we'll 
punish them." 


By now no-one is not 
listening, Urukalo has centre 
stage. 

He points out to his 
strengths - Michalakopoulos, 
the brilliant if unpredictable 
Walter Ardone, the still-to- 
come Saad, Patikas and 
injured Blagojevic, and 18- 
year-old Richard Watson. 

‘The tall defender played the 
game of his career in the Cup 
Final, shadowing Mark 
Viduka for 85 minutes in a 
strength-sapping swelter bin 
of a match which kicked off 
in 34 degree temperature. 

Watson might have been 
voted man of the match but 
for that last five minutes 
when, totally exhausted, 
Viduka slipped away from 
him to waltz in two final 
goals making the score line 
look healthier than 
Melbourne Knights play 
teally deserved. 

So, Urukalo gets a chance 
to share the very last centre 
stage battle at Middle park 
with Frank Arok. 

At stake is the Bushells 


Antipodes Cup, maximum 
points in the first League 
game of the season — and the 
crown of kings of Greek 
soccer in Melbourne until the 
two arch rivals clash again in 
the next round. 

One thing is certain, 


regardless of the result at the 
final whistle - we haven't 
heard the last of this man 
Michael Urukalo, not by a 
long shot.

Theo Marmaras: a great 
Greek-Australian 


A special dedication to the founder of the South 


Melbourne club by Peter Abraam 


In preparing this presentation 
on the Jate Theo Marmaras' 
involvement and 
achievements in Australian 
soccer, | was astounded at the 
magnitude of what he had 
accomplished with little or no 
assistance, and in such 
difficult times. 

And the esteem in which 
Theo Marmaras was held in 
endured long after his long, 
and distinguished career. 

After an invitation from his 
brother the then 13-year-old 
Theo Marmaras travelled to 
Australia on the ship Jervis 
Bay, arriving on the 12th of 
July, 1923. 

His growing years in 
Australia were full of many 
hurdles including mastering 
the English language and the 
racist taunts which existed in 
those early migration years. 

Working hard, both day 
and night, he overcame those 
difficulties and opened a very 
successful oyster bar in 
Flinders Street. 

As his business grew so too 
did the opportunities to 
expand his interests and he 
became involved in 
promoting the sport he loved, 
soccer, 

Theo Marmaras 
experienced the early and 
difficult years of soccer in 
this country when any boy 
who liked the game had to 
fight with other 
neighbourhood boys and 
suffer being an outcast from 
the local football team. 

Regardless of these threats, 
the Greek community 
organised themselves and 
established a good soccer 
team called Hellenic. 

"We wanted very much to 
give them a healthy start in 


Australia through a sport they 
knew and loved. 

"We also wanted to take 
them away from seedy back 
street places that gave them 
their only chance to kick a 
round ball." 

This is how Theo Marmaras 
seized upon the opportunity 
to better the lives of his 
fellow countrymen. 

In 1960 the South 
Melbourne Hellas club was 
formed with the 
amalgamation of Yarra Park, 
represented by Mr Marmaras 
and Floros Dimitriades, and 
South Melbourne United. 

Theo Marmaras became 
president of the newly 
formed South Melbourne 
Hellas, and with his 
committee were creating the 
‘dream teams’ of the 1960's 
comprising many Greek stars 
and attracting people of all 
ages. 

Throughout, Theo 
Marmaras maintained the 
ethnic identity of South 
Melbourne Hellas and 
although the club emblem 
changed in his era and 
thereafter, it remained, in 
essence, Greek, 

Mr Marmaras, with the 
assistance of people like 
George Lekatsas saw the 
need and potential that 
juniors would bring to the 
club, whether as players, 
administrators or supporters, 

Their work at Hellas in 
organising junior teams for 
children around the area and 
metropolitan wide, since its 
inception, was rewarded with 
many good players who 
developed through those 
ranks to senior level. 

As president of the 
Victorian Soccer Federation, 


and in his role as a 
representative with the 
Australian Soccer Federation, 
Mr Marmaras negotiated 
Australia's re-admittance to 
FIFA after a period of 
suspension over a failure by 
local clubs to pay transfer 
fees for overseas players. 

In 1972, the by then ‘father’ 
of South Melbourne Hellas, 
Theo Marmaras, passed over 
the presidency to Sam 
Papasavas. 

In October 1979, after 
vacating his presidency at the 
VSF, his very difficult 
position was taken up by 
John Dimtsis, current ASF 
commissioner. 

Mr Dimtsis said: "There is 
no way I can carry on the 
same was as Theo, for in his 
representation of the Greek 
community I could not 
match him. 

"However, Theo it was you 
and the influence you had 
with my father that 
contributed to me becoming 
involved with soccer." 

Theo Marmaras was one of 
the all time great 
administrators of Australian 
Soccer and was probably the 
single most — significant 
individual in Victorian soccer 
holding the —_ following 
positions; Honorary Life 
Member of South Melbourne 
Hellas, Trustee of the 
Victorian Soccer Federation, 
Patron of the  VSF, 
Foundation President of 
South Melbourne Hellas 
(1960-69, 1971) and longest 
serving President of the VSF 
(1964-1970, 1973-79). 

As Foundation President of 
South Melbourne Hellas it is 
fitting that Theo Marmaras 
became also the first 


Honorary Life Member. 

The club's annual award to 
the Best and fairest player is 
also awarded in his name. 

The old Hellas saying goes: 
"The Hellas jumper is very 
heavy to wear." 

Theo Marmaras _ instilled 
this proud tradition in players 
who wore the blue and white 
and I firmly believe that this 
effort will be maintained by 
those who follow. 

I'm sure that Theo 
Marmaras must feel some 
pride for what the club has 
achieved and where its future 
direction lies. 

"The role of sport in 
bringing together the Greek 
Diaspora" was not only 
evident in those early 
pioneering years when unity 
was required in a foreign 
land, but today where the 
second and third generation 
youth find sport a common 
link with our heritage. 

No other regional club, 
brotherhood, community 
group or church following 
has the strength of youth 
behind it that the South 
Melbourne Hellas club 
enjoys. 

It has remained a club open 
to anyone and not divided by 
politics, religion or birth 
place in Greece. 

We must now realise the 
rare opportunity that has been 
provided to us by the ‘Father 
of Hellas', the late Theo 
Marmaras to make this club a 
pinnacle of the community on 
a social and sporting level for 
the next 35 years. 


Theo Maramaras passed 
away in Melbourne on 30 
September 1984, aged 
74.
